wt-%. 

9. (Currently Amended) Wallpaper base according to any ono of tho 
procod i ng cla i ms claim 1 , characterized in that the chemical additives include a 
fraction of a binding agent.

(Currently Amended) Wallpaper base according to any ono of tho 
procod i ng cla i ms claim 1 . characterized in that the binding agent comprises a 
polymer, preferably an alkylacrylate, particularly preferably a butylacrylate.

(Original) Wallpaper base according to claim 1 8, characterized in that the 
polymer is a copolymer of an alkylacrylate, preferably of butylacrylate, and, in 
particular, of styrene.
